Special Message Asks 
Congress To Okeh 
Program 


WASHINGTON (lP)—President Roo- 
sevelt recommended to Congress today 


be made a permanent part of the fed- 
eral recovery and relief program. 

In a special message to Congress, 
Mr. Roosevelt set the maximum enroli- 
ment of CCC youths at 300,000, together 
with 10,000 Indians and 5000 enrollees 
in U. S. territories and insular posses- 
sions. 


In setting that figure for corps en- 
rollment, the President withstood con- 
gressional pressure for increased CCC 
personnel]. 


“To go beyond this number at this 
time, he said, ‘‘...The additional cost 
would seriously affect the financial 
position of the the treasury.” 


Mr. Roosevelt sent his special mes- 
sage to Congress on the fourth anni- 
versary of the date he established CCC | 
by executive order. 

Cost of maintaining about 300.000 
CCC youths in camps will be $300,000,- 
000 for the 1938 fiscal year. The Presi- 
dent named that figure in his budget 
estimates last January. 

In addition to stating that cost of 
caring for more men in camps would

On its daily errand of getting sup- 
plies ashore, a German launch from 


(= Comoran, with a cutter in tow, was 


heading across the bay, and Lientenant 
Hall decided to demand its surrender. 
He ordered Corporal Michael Chockie, 
of the Marines, to fire a rifle shot 
across its bow. The first shot appar- 
ently was not understood, but when 
more shots were fired the enemy craft 
hove to and surrendered. 

Meanwhile the Comoran had been 
boarded and her captain informed of 
The Americans 
scarcely had time to leave the vessel 
before it was blown up by its own crew. 
For the next half hour small boats in 
the harbor were busily engaged in pick- 
ing up survivors. 

More than six months later, on Oc- 
tober 23, the men of Battery C, Sixth 
| Field Artillery, First Division, hauled a 
gun of the soixante-quinze type up on 
the firing line near Bathlemont, and 
sent a shell screaming in the general 
direction of the German lines. It was 
America’s first hostile shot in France. 

But the bullet that Corporal Chockie 
sent ricocchetting across the bow of the 
German launch at the isolated naval 
station in the Pacific on April 6, was

affect the U. S. Treasury, Mr. Roose- 
velt said “to go beyond this number 
(300,000) at this time would open new 
and difficult classifications of enroli- 
ment.” 


The President’s 700 word special 


message lauded the work of CCC 
camps. 
“You are acquired,” he said, “with 


the physical improvements that have 
taken place in our forests and parks 
as a result of the activities of the corps 
and with the wealth that is being added 
to our natural resources for the ben- 
efit of future generations. 

“More important than the material 
gain, however, is the improvement we 
find in the moral and physical well 
being of ovr citizens who have been 


, enrolled in the corps and of their fam- 


ilies who have been assisted by month- 
ly allotments of pay.” 

In line with the President’s recom- 
mendations it was believed the number 
of camps would be reduced gradually 
toward 1500 during the fiscal year. The 
CCC has established a policy of plac- 
ing approximately 200 enrollees in each 
camp. A reduction in the corps also 
would mean a reduction in the number 

f camps. 

Congressmen had asked the Presi- 
dent to maintain the strength of the 
CCC at 400,000 and they may start a 
fight on the floor to increase the total.
